White Is Threatening, 


LITTLE ROCK. — Melting- Missouri 


snows and heavy rainfall may, bring 
about flood conditions similar to June, 
1935 m the White and'Ouachita-river 
valleV's, the Weather Bureau" predicted 
Friday night. 


The White river rose 8.6 feet at 


Batesville overnight and'was five feet 
above flood stage. At Camden, the 
Ouachita river had spread over a sev- 
en-mile area and a further rise was 
predicted. The White river was ex- 
pected to rise several feet above flood 
stages at Newport, Georgetown and 
Clarendon. The river was expected 
to reach 33 feet this morning at Bates- 
ville which is a half foot higher than 
in 1935. 


In southeast Missouri, the St. Fran- 


cis and Black rivers broke levees, 
forcing more than 100 families to evac- 
uate the lowlands. In Arkansas, the 
Black river was 9.2 feet above flood 
stage at Black Rock in Lawrence coun- 
ty. Many hundreds of acres of fertile 
farming land were endangered in
